1 . (Six Times Amended) A prosthesis comprising a substrate and a polypeptide growth 

factor associated with the sunstrate by covalent bonding using crossliruang agents, antibody-antigen 
associations, specific binding protein-receptor associations or enzyme-substrate associations, 
wherein the crosslinking agents comprise at least two aldehyde functional groups that form covalent 
bonds to link the cTosshnking agent directly with the polypeptide growth factor and the substrate, 
the polypeptide growth factor associated with the substrate being effective io stimulate association 
of viable cells with the substrate, and the substrate. 
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
